That kissing is & custom of remote antiqnity
appears from the book of GGenesis (xxvii, 26),
hen Isano kissed his son Jacob, This kiss is
remarkable as the first recorded in history. In-
ted, the Bible abounds with all sorts of kisses,
iWe have the kiss of homage in Esther v, 2; of
mbjection in 1st Samuel x, 1; of reconciliation
0 24 Samuel xiv, 33; of valediction in Ruth i,
hd; of nl:probntion in Psalms ii, 12; of huamble
atitude in Luke vii, 38; of welocome in Exoduas,
gviil, 7; of love and joy in Genesis xxix, 11;
of sorrow in Aots xx, 37, of puace in Romans
xvi, 16; and of idolatrons reverence in Hosea
xii, 2. There are also spiritual kisses, as in
Canticles {, 2; sensual kisses, as in Proverbs
yil, 17; and hypoeritical kisses, as in 2d
Bamuel xv, b, Kisses are also traltorous
#uch as Joab to Amasa, when he kissed lnti
hen slew (2d Samuel xx, §): and that of
Judas to Christ, when he kissed and then be-
yed. It was oustomary to kiss the mounth
md also the beard, which latter is still prac-
Msed by the Arabs. Kissing the hand is not
Biblical. Kissing the feet was an expression
of lowly and tender regard, in Luke vii, 38,
We are told that the members of the Church
at Ephesus wept sore at Paul's departure,
“fell on his neck, and kissed him,"” o kiss
of peace was an apostolic custom, and con-
linties to be one of the rites in the encharistic
ervices of the Roman Cathiolivs, which, for
obvious reasons, is omitted on Good Friday,
Among heathen nations it was us to
throw kisges to the sun and to the moon, and
also to the images of the gods, fearful of tonch-
ting them with profane lips. Kisging hands is
first heard of among the Persians. Xenophon
[ tes that it wis customary for them to kiss
gwhemsoever they honored. Kissing the feet
fof & prince was a token of subjection, and was
&t times carried so far that the print of the
geat. received the kiss, conveying the impres-
'r jon that the very dust became sacred by the
iroyal tread. When Demosthenss was carried
into a temple, he kissed his own hand by way
of adoration; and when supplicating the
pmans for peace, the Carthagenian ambassa-
kisged the feet of the Council. The kiss
homage, the character of which is not indi-
pated in the Bible, was probably upon the
iforebead, expressive of high respect, which
5 formerly, if not now, in use among the
| Bedouins.
The Rabbins, in the falsely delioata spirit
arhich animated much of what they wrote, did |
L pot permit more than three kinds of kisses—
‘Rhose of reverencs, of reception, and of depar-
